DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record, alone or in combination discloses a suturing instrument 
having a forward-deploying needle carrier, a needle catch, and a forward-directed exit port for 
deployment of the needle carrier therethrough, as set forth by the applicant. Nor does the prior 
art of record, alone or in combination disclose a method of placing suture in tissue, including 
placing a suturing instrument enclosing a forward-deploying needle carrier adjacent tissue and 
deploying the needle carrier through a forward-directed exit port, as set forth by the applicant.
